A 37 year old North Side man was being hufited 
this week on a first degree murder.charge while a 53 
year-old-Eastside-man was held for arraignment on 
first degree murder offense in Columbus City Prison. 

Homicide Detectives filed the first degree murder 
warrant against Thomas Jefferson DeJarnette, 838° * 
Chittenden Ave., after he allegedly shot one man to 
death and wounded another in a suspense packed 
drama early Wednesday morning. 

“DeJarnette, according to detectives, shot Harry 
Woodie Booker, 29, 320-N. Grint-St:, and then held the 
wounded man prisonét_in an upstairs apartment at 390 
Edwards St.; for 11 hours while waiting the arrival of 
George (T.J.) Stevenson. 

When Stevenson, 42, walked into the living room of 
the apartment he was shot twice in the chest by 
DeJarnette, detectives said. 

According to police, Booker said he was shot about

Postal Service. Postmaster Victor Bodish told the Call 
and Post, “we are hiring for summer employment only 
those youth who took the civil service test last winter 
and that will be about 70 youth, mostly college age." 
Bodish said since the Postal Service has become’ a 
semi-independent institution, no federal funds have 
been-made availabie-for minority hiring. Last year, he 
said, @ special youth hiring program did exist. E 

There are in existence organized efforts to 
Promote on-going youth employment Programs, one of 
these programs is sponsored by the National Alliance 
of Businessmen (NAB). NAB’s employment program 
works primarily through the city’s schools by in- 
troducing schoo! counselors to prospective youth em- 
ployers. 

Larry Murry, NAB staff member, said some 1600 
jobs have been pledged for this summer by some 190 
companies, and that of this number of jobs some 400 
students have been referred to potential work sites. 

Murry said during the period June 15 through 
August the employers have pledged to hire on their 
own the remaining 1200 employees. He said 
qualifications for employment under the NAB program 
is that the youth be a student in the area of the job 
site, ve in the area, be from a family on public 
assistance, and be of a minority race.

Col. Sulieman said that 
Tuesday could mark the end 
of BDC’s existence’in Colum- 
bus and that the. community 
will be without any drug 
rehabilitation program. 

BDC ‘has been involved in 
@ bureaucratic battle with the 
Dept. of Health Education 
and Welfare officials in 
Washington, 0.C. who “insist 
upon confusing the Colum- 
bus operation with the BDC 
operation in Washington, 
0.C.” Col, Sulieman said 

Presently BDC has 435 ad- 
dicts-\ involved in its 
rehabilitation program, 63 of 


whom .are in residentiat 


locations. 

“The closing of BDC," Col 
Sulieman said. "means that 
these men and women will 
have no place to turn for a 
rehabilitation program as ex- 
tensive as ours. It very well 
may mean that lives will be 
lost.”

Since June, 1971 BOC has 
related to 488 persons ad- 
dicted to hard drugs: of that 
number, 372 are active in the 
program, only 94 are receiv- 
ing medication, some 278 
have been detoxed. Their 
ages range from 15 years to 
40; but most are in the 20 to 
29 age bracket, 

Of the active registrants 
only AO are reinstatements, 
the Colonel said. 

BOC has also provided job 
training opportunities for 64 
and placed 55 in actual em- 
ployment situation. A variety 
of basic education and other 
education opportunities are 
provided by BDC, he sdid 

Since its Tiception, he said, 
BDC has gained the support 
and endorsement of most 
black citizens, the State of 
Ohio, the business com- 
munity and other social 
welfare agencies, fraternities, 
sororities and civic organiza- 
tions. 

“The situation is critical,” 
he said. ‘It is difficult to

Brooks Challenges Political Manipulation o 


The apparent creeping political control of social welfare 
agencies was challenged this week by the executive director 
of Franklin County's major anti-poverty organization. 

“It appears some decisions are being,made and plans 
underway to systematically and criminally silence the voice 
of our minorities in this community,” said CMACAO’s Curtis 
A. Brooks. 

“Politics disintegrates into a dishonorable profession 
when it stoops to politically manipulate the lives of the 
poor,” Brooks said. “When politics controls social welfare 
programs the people are shortchanged. The poor biacks and 
whites in Columbus have bean given rubber checks long 


t The honorable politician must help us make the 
American dream come true. The dream can no longer be 


deterred because of insufficient moral integrity. The political 
leadership-in this community appears to becoming morally 
bankrupt.” 

Brooks. also lashed out against economic interests at- 
tempting to exert selfish control over social welfare 
programs, “This happens,” he said; “at the expense of the 
poor,” he said. 

Decisions can no longer be made, he said, in smoke- 
filled rooms and at cocktail parties. “Democracy and justice 
must be served and not hors d'oeuvres and martinis.” 

Brooks lamented that “it is sad to see the social 
Progress of the 60's being flushed down the drain. Racism 
has once again been trowned ‘The Columbus Way of Life’.” 

The anti-poverty fighter said that “All we have to do is 
look around and see the type and kind of decisions that are 


being made locally, who is making these decisions.and why 
they are being made. We all remember when businesses had 
their token representative, sitting by the window and 
Speaking for all'the blacks. Well, we know that it is an ac- 
cepted fact of life in politics and becoming more and more 
prominent each day,” } . 

He said that he “was sickened to watch the politicians 
pick their ‘responsible Negro’ to speak to and for,the black 
community,” 

Another disturbing element in the community, according 
to Brooks, fs the “'‘number of white controlled planning 
agencies and social welfare agencies with their spit and 
span buildings in the inner-city. Who knows what they are 
planning? The average citizen is well aware of these struc- 
tures in his. community, Yet, many of our human service

agencies and anti-poverty agencies are forced to remain in 
substandard buildings and overcrowded conditions. This is 
just one more physical example of the decay of our com- 
munity,” 

Brooks said that there are many signs in Columbus that 
“tell us that the progress of the 60's is being ignored and, in- 
stead, we are being led down the path of the Suffering and 
Silent 70's, Progress must be a dirty word in Columbus.” 

“When people ask about the despair and disenchant- 
ment among blacks, especially the young blacks, all you 
have to do is to look around Columbus and see why people 
are unhappy and why they leave the Capital City. Many of 
Our young blacks have followed the system's advice, gotten 
the white diploma and then are treated the same as before

Included in the bond issue 
is the conversion of Fulton 
Elementary School into a 
junior high to allow Mohawk 
Junior-Senlor High to be- 
come senior high only. - 

The bond issue aiso in- 
cludes acquisition of sites for 
future construction, as well 
as for proposed construction 
of vocational and special 
education projects. 

Voting on’thé placement of 
the issue on the ballot is 
scheduled ‘tor the June 27, 
meeting of the board. The 
decision of the black board 
members on placing the 
issue on the ballot is:critical: 
because for the bond issue to 
pass board approval, five of 
seven votes are needed.

He 
threatened them with a gun 
and tied two_of the men_in 
the living room. He. shot 
Booker when Booker tried to 
escape. 

Then DeJarnette began his 
11-hour wait for Stevenson. 
Just before Stevenson 
arrived. DeJarnette decided 
to tidy up the apartment so-it 
would appear normal when 
the man he was waiting to 
kill arrived. 

DeJarnette, who police 
said served the 10 year term 
in Moundsville State Peniten- 
tiary in West Virginia, untied 
the two prisoners and was 
leading them to the kitchen 
when Stevenson walked in. 
Booker was lying on the 
floor. 

As Stevenson entered the 
apartment about 7 a.nv. 
DeJarnette shot him, The two 
men fled out of the kitchen 
door, according to Booker's 
Story to police 

DeJarnette’s most recent 
brush with the law occurred 
in May when he was arrested 
for menacing threats with a 
gun. Police confiscated the 
22 calibre revolver but he 
managed to get another one 
which he used in the killing,

Ave., who was already 
charged with aggravated 
assault, was charged with 
first degree murder whan the

This thought occurred to me when | addressed 
the stutents of Linmoor, Jr. High school. ast week. David 
Page, track coach of Linden-McKinley High School and I 
were guest speakers at Linmoor's Track. Awards Program. 

Linmoor won the North Section title, its own invitational 
track meet and the city junior high track meet. Several 
trophies were presented to the team by Eugene Sheliman, 
head track coach, and Vaugh Stinson, assistant coach. 

Coach Page pointed out to the youngsters that their suc- 
cess was preducted on a number of things. First, he said 
credit must be given to the leaders, the principal, teachers ; 
and coaches. . 

“They believed in the program and you. You had to believe 
in the program and yourself.” he said,-through hard work 
and betiet in yourself. you were able to come through,” he 
said. + 

Secondly,” he said. “you must have some natural ability.” 

Page also listed self discipline as an ingredient a cham- 
pion must have. “You were there at the practice every 
evening because deci u wanted to be a champion.

The 45 points he scored in one 
basketball game for East is still a record. 

After graduating from East, Larry enrolled at Toledo 
University where he had an outstanding career_in baseball 
and basketball.

Finally one of the out-ot- 
town baseball writers pointed t 
his question to me. 

In answer to, “Who do you 
think was the best black pit- 
cher in the majors during the 
era of Jackie Robinson?", | 
responded, “Don New- 
combe,” 

“That's the pitcher | was 
thinking of." said the out of 
town sports writer.” 

It was in ‘Nashua, New 
Hampshire that | first: met 
Newcomb. 

He and Roy Campanelia 
were the top battery in the 
New England League. The 
two set the league on fire. 
Campy with his catching and 
slugging and Newcombe with 
his speedy fast ball. He was a 
powerful pitcher and a great 
batter. He slammed. out more 
home runs then any other pit- 
cher in the New England 
League. 

After Newcombe and 
Campy won the'pennant for. 
Nashua in the New England 
League in 1948, they moved 
up to the parent team the 
Brooklyn Dodgers in 1949. 
That same year Brooklyn won. 
the National League pennant 
and played the New York 
Yankees in the World Series. 

Newcombe, the rookie 
hurler faced the great veteran 
pitcher Allie Reynolds of the 
New York Yankees in the first - 
game of the World Series. 
Reynolds was part - Indian 
and a terrific competitor as 
was Newcombe. The fans 
packed the Yankee Stadium 
and a estimated crowd of 
66,224 yelling fans were said 
to have attended the game. It 


was a subway World Series. 


The cost on the subway in 
those days was just ten 
cents. and you could ride the 
rails from Brooklyn to New 
York. The series was natural 
for the fans of New York City 
and Brooklyn. 

We were fortunate enough 
to see that game. The two pit- 
chers dueled, 0-0, down the 
,Stretch. Every inning was a 
thriller and the fans were 
going, wild. Reynolds and 
Newcombe were really firing 
the old baseball. Newcombe 
looked ‘like, ‘an old time 
veteran as he kept pace with 
the older Reynolds. 

Newcombe had plenty of 
stuff on the old baseball and 
his fast ball was really hum- 
ming. We might add he had 
those Yanks eating right out 
of his hand. The Yankee 
sluggers were fanning the air 
like a gentle breeze as they 
struckout and hit easy groun- 
ders and pop flies into the 
outfield. It was in deed a 
great game to watch and real 
story like pitching duel be- 
tween the best of their re- 
spective leagues. Each knew 
the first game in a World 
Series is-a-must and always 
gives the winners an edge 
in the short Series. 

By the end of the eighth in- 
ning, Big Newcombe had fan- 

__ned 11 Yankee sluggers. In 
addition Newcombe had not 
walked a batter. Reynolds 
was having his troubles, but 

still kept the Dodgers at bay. 

The Dodgers had hitters like

Newcombe knew Hendrich 
was a great hitter and Hen- 
drich knew Newcombe had 
spéed to burn in his right 
erm, It was going to be a bat- 
tle. Henrich was a dangerous 
hitter and Newcombe knew it. 
Dodger ace didn't want to 
give Henrich a chance to gét 
a piece of the baseball. 

| had a big lump in my 
throat and | didn't like the 
feeling. Well Newk took his 
windup; It was a low pitch 
and Henrich timed the pitch 
perfectly and it took a high 
arc towards the rightfield 
stands. 

| knew the ball was sailing 
‘straight into the stands for a 
homer.

Despite the loss of that big 
first game, Newcombe was 
stamped as one of the best 
pitchers in the major leagues 
in less than a season.

Newcomb became a big 
pitcher in one year after 
coming up from the minors. 
He had become a great pit- 
cher in a hurry. 

A big man, he was 6-4 and 
weighed over 230 pounds, 
235 to be exact. He was a 
rugged person. He was born 
in Madison, New Jersey. 
Newcombe:had one bad fault 
though; he didn’t like hard 
work, When he reaced the 
age of 10 his family moved to 
Elizabeth, New Uersey. He 
became a great baseball and 
football player. 

Don spent his off season in 
Cuba piténing winter ball 
when he was in; the Negro 
American League around 
1945, 

in six years of ogranized 
baseball, Newcombe had 
won 108 games and that is a 
fot of baseball games for any 
pitcher including the. super 
Stars. 

Newcombe will go down in 
history as one of the all time 
greats on the mound.

When people turn in false fire alarms their motives are 
not always clear. That general rule held true in one case on 
‘the court docket this past week but it did not hold up in 
another.

She 
was unable to post bond of $230 and hada court ap- 
pearance scheduled this week.

Officers said Johns shot himself in the foot.with a pellet 
gun while he was on duty at the Municipal Garage.

Statewide Agency To Assist 
Parolees Opens In Columbus

COLUMBUS -- Man-To- 
Man, a state wide agency 
which involves volunteers on 
&@ one-to-one basis with men 
released from the adult cor- 
rectional institutions and on 
parole, is organizing volun- 
teers to help criminal offen- 
ders return to the community 
as useful and responsible 
citizens, rather than as 
criminal repeaters. 

The agency. with it's main 
office at 935 E. Broad St., 
Columbus, was started by 
volunteers as a pilot project 
in the Ohio Penitehtiary and 
the London Correctional In- 
stitute in May of last year. 
Today. Man-To-Man has’ been 
incorporated as a non profit 
statewide organization. 

Ray Ezzell, former business 
manager for Long's Book 
Store. is now office manager. 

“Mike Roth, previously an 
English teacher, is coordina- 
tor in the institutional phase. 
David L. Matthews, Co-Direc- 
tor of the Freeway House, 
where emergency housing 
and counseling service is of- 
fered, is coordinator in the 
parole phase and Judy John- 
son, formerly a consultant of 
Junction City Treatment Cen- 
ter, is serving as secretary.

Man-To-Man Associates, or 
Ohio M-2, is now involved in 


_fecruiting candidates from 


Civic organizations, chur- 
ches, labor organizations, 
arid in short, wherever people 
who are willing to help might 
be found. Persons of the 
Qhio M-2 Program. the 
Criminal justice system, cor- 
rectional facilities, parole, in- 
mates and of their own rights 
and responsibilities as volun- 
teers. 

The M-2 Program, as ex- 
plained by Matthews, func- 
tions in two phases in an ef- 
fort to help the offender 
return to the community as a 
useful and socially responsi- 
ble citizen. It functions in a 
institutional phase and in a 
parole phase. 

institutionally, volunteers 
are matched with inmates six 
months to a year prior to 
their expected release or 
parole. Once matching is 
completed the volunteer 
visits monthly, corresponds 
regularly, and also spends 
the first entife day of release 
with his associate, who does 
all that can bé done to insure 
adequate job, housing and 
transportation. . 

In the parole phase, volun- 
teers are matched with men 
already on parole and the as- 


sociation continues just as it 
does in the institutional 
phase during parole. 

The Ohio M-2 goal for the 
year -1972 is- that 200 asso- 
ciates are to be matched in 
the institutional phase and 
200 more in the parole phase. 
M-2 staff-members see-a 
need for a much larger group 
of volunteers and view the 
1972 total as a minimal, 
though admittedly .chal- 
lenging figure in itself. 

Man-To-Man currently has 
65 of the 400 volunteers it 
needs to carry out its 
Present program, with only 
eight volunteers signing up 
for the M-2 parole program. 
With 51 per cent of all 
parolees being black, Mat- 
thews has expressed a need 
for more black involvement in 
the program. 

In addition to man-to-man 
involvement, job-placement 
has proven to be very effec- 
tive. Statistics show that if an 
ex-offender is employed full- 
time, he has an 87 per cent 
chance of successful parole. 
\f he works part-time, that 
percentage drops to 55. If he 


works only occasionally, to § 


27, he said. 

It has been found that 
parolees that are matched up 
are more stabilized.

Competition Toughens 


Mid June will bring a record- 
Shattering avalanche of college and 
university graduates into the nation's 
job market, and without doubt, the 
competition for jobs will be the 
toughest within the past decade. 


For all of these job seekers, with 
the exception of those who emerge 
with superior qualifications and in- 
demand skills, ‘the quest for em- 
ployment of their choosing will be 
traumatic, but for the black 
graduates the problem may bring the 
ultimate in frustration.

The immediate reaction of Miss Angela 
Davis to the “not guilty” verdict brought 
in last week by a California jury of what 
our judicial system is content to call her 
“peers,” was a recommitment of herself 
to the struggle for .‘liberation" of all 
“political” prisohers now incarcerated in 
the various penal institutions of this 
country... whatever that means. 

Whether her travail of the past 16 mon- 
ths or more has diluted her fervent advo- 
cacy of the Communist Party, American 
Stylé, remains to be seen. But the fact 
that she will not turn out to be an im- 
prisoned ‘martyr’ may well have dimin- 
ished some of her value to the Party 
which spearheaded the fight for, and 
raised a considerable amount of the 
money needed to provide her an ade- 
quate defense. 

As expected, the mass media in the 
United States hailed the verdict as a re- 
Pudiation of the oft-voiced complaint of 
black and poor people that it is most dif- 
ficult for Americans of their status to 
receive a full measure of justice-in U.S. 
courts, and well nigh impossible where 
the defendant is both black and a seif- 
confessed Communist. 

Batloney! 

Angela Davis is free today because her 
indictment sprung out of the poorest sort 
of circumstantial evidence, and few 
Grand duries in this country would have 
considered the charges against her wor- 
thy of indictment in the first place. Never- 
theless Miss Davis was forced to spend a 
great deal to time behind prison bars, 
held there under what was blatantly 
unreasonable bail when her lawyers 
managed to wrest that concession from 
recalcitrant court. 

_Miss Davis owes her present freedom 
to the fact that she was represented by 
Superlative legal cquncil in the first 
Place, and tried by a prosecution that did 
the best it could in its efforts. to weeve a 
web of circumstantial evidence around 
the always difficult to prosecute charges 
of “conspiracy”, a tool generally used to’

Graduation Time At 
,_ Black Colleges 


In the past several weeks | have 
Spoken at commencement exercises at 
six black colleges and universities in the 
South, and it has been an exhilarating 
‘experience, 

Just standing on the platform and 
looking out at the sea of bright faces of 
graduates, their proud parents, and their 
friends is a moving experience. So, too, 
is the realization of what that great 
moment means to those youngsters, who 
have struggled to complete their 
education in the face of a lifetime of 
Poverty, hardship and discrimination 

Most are poor; 70 per cent cédme from 
families whose total income is less than 

« $5,000. per year, and the overwhelming 
majority are the first in their families to 
graduate from college. 

Even without the statistics, you know 
this from the faces of their parents. Their 
look of joy and the tears of pride welling 
in their eyes tell the story of the 
sacrifices made and dreams fulfilled. You 
can see thé faces etched with the lines 
of time and struggle breaking into joyous 
smiles as their beloved children clutch 
that degree that marks the pass-key to a 
better life. 

For many white families of college 
graduates, the majority probably, a 
college degree_is a continuation of a 
family tradition or a long taken-for- 
granted event. But for the parents of 
these black youngsters graduating from 
the black colleges of the south, that 
degree means their children will be freed 
from the burdens of field labor, of hard, 
brutal physical lobor, of powerlessness, 

There is no question but that our 
society views a college degree as an en- 
try permit to the middie class, an exit 
gate from the prison of proverty. The 
young men and women graduating today 
have far more -opportunities than their 
forebearers, | can recall, as. recently as 
1960, graduating from Howard Law and 
getting a job that paid $35 a week. 
Today, corporate recruiters are common 
on black college campuses and oppor- 
tunities have-grown. That college degree 
is now a ticket to an instant living wage. 

But while the opportunities for these 
young people have expanded, they still

have to deal with raciam, They graduate 
at a time when the country seems to be 
turning its back on-the evils of 
discrimination and racism: at a time 
when they must not only swim against 
the tide-of overt discrimination, but also 
that of neglect and indifference which is 
often even more insidious, 

My impression of these young people 
that they are fully aware of the 
challenges and that they've developed a 
toughness in dealing with issues of race 
that their elders could well envy. They're 
& Sophisticated group that knows it has a 
charge to keep and a duty to perform 
that goes well beyond the merely per- 
sonal strivings so common to our 
society. 


This was perhaps best summed up for 
me at Tougaloo College, in Mississippi, 
where the senior class valedictorian 
Said that “we-end to begin.” He meant 
that he and his fellow-graduates were 
ending their stay at Tougaloo, but were 
now embarking on the beginning of a 
lifetime of service to their black brothers 
in the urban and rural ghettos of the 
land. 


This consciousness of using their 
education on behalf of all black and 
brown Americans and thus’ for the 
benefit of the entire nation is among the 
most inspiring aspects of these commen- 
cements. You get the feeling that while 
so many Americans are hung up on an 
orgy of consumerism, or cut themselves 
otf from concern about their society; that 
here are the best of America’s youth 
avidly grasping the challenges facing 
them and their country. 

\t's fairly common these days to hear 
people make disparaging remarks about 
the struggling black colleges of this 
land. But if there are any doubters as to

Poverty War Aids Rich 


Under the present political climate, 
poverticians must now defend their anit- 
poverty programs by using the “share- 
cropping system rationale.” This means 
that the greatest benefits that. are ‘ac- 
cruéd from such a system go to the land- 
owner and not to the sharecropper. The 
sharecropper, as we know is historically 
true, receives smallest, if any, of the 
rewards of his labor. 

Poverty leaders and admirtistrators, in 
order to save their programs, make it 
quite clear that the so-called business 
community will receive major benefits 
from the poverty programs; they, them 
selves, will enjoy the flow of money that 
is generated from the funding of poverty 
programs. Therefore, it is for this reason 
the business community and entire com- 
munity must support the anti-poverty 
programs and agencies, The money that 
is funded for poverty programs adds to 
the gross national product or income of 
the focal community. 

This kind of public relations and 
“selling” of the poverty program is all 
well and good, but less and less is being 
said about benefits to the poor and more 
and more is being said about the 
benefits to the rich, It also means that 
less and less of the benefits are going to 
the poor and more and more of the 
benefits are going to the rich. 

Local poverticians are now appealing 
to the ulterior motives of the well-to-do 
community rather than to the ethical im- 
peratives of ending poverty. We have 
always known that ultimately the rich 
would receive the greatest share of anit- 
poverty funds. That's the way the 
programs are conceived and designed,

If one listens to the speeches of some 
of our anti-poverty officials, one will hear 
them saying that they are fighting a war 
on poverty with “water pistols.” Some 
say, “There is no war dn poverty.”’ While 
they admit to water pistols for the poor, 
they inadvertently admit to a cache of 
ammunition for the rich. 

The most important thing, however, is 
to realize why our poverty officials are in 
this deplorable situation, Are they to 
blame? | would Say, categorically, no! 
They are faced with some of the same 
historical circumstances that black 
leaders faced during the post-Recon- 
Struction period. They are faced with the 
withdrawal of weary, tired white liberals, 
detracting priorities and the new in- 
Surgent racism in government of- 
ficialdom. Their apparent and disturbing 
shift to an accommodationist Position is 
Not- due to-a-deficit-in-theircharacter-or 
commitment, but may well be due to the 
political depravations of our national 
Policy towards the poor. 

My suggestion would be, however, that 
most time should be spent revisiting the 
poor communities and less time currying 
the favor of the rich. It would help, with 
honest controntation, to overcome the 
hostility of the poor towards poverty 
Programs and might well generate com- 
munity action where it ought to be 
generated. .

Social security 
contributions must be paid on this as 
well as your cash wages. ~

ANSWER: No. Medicare only helps to 
pay hospital and medical bills for people

James Andrew (Jimmy) 
Rushing. the great blues 
singer who spent a life-time 
singing the blues, died at the 
age of 68 on June 8, after a 
brief illness. Jimmy—tived—at 
88-36-164th Street, Jamaica, 
Queens. New York. 

On weekends, he was stil!

atithe Half Note, Spring and 
Hudson Street in New York 
up until the time he entered 
the Flower Fifth Avenue 
Hospital on May 12. 

Rushing was born August 
26, 1903, in Oklahoma City, 
Oklahoma.

He later 
made visits to the continent 
with Benny Goodman during 
1958 and to the Newport Jazz 
Festival in 1959. 

Rushing’s voice and -the 
blues were perfectly mated, 
his style was authoritative, 
sensitive and virile, commun:
